Gentlemen: 


Again this year we are carrying on an extensive hybridizing progran to improve 
quality, color and forcing time of lilies. This work is primarily supported by the 
gale of our Groft Lily bulbs. ‘We should have sround 150,060 comaerci al Groft this 
year. We have had gome very interesting results frow our hybrids this year with 
flowers from trumpet shaped to almost flat, 4 to 65 inches across, snow white to 
deep pink, on plants 12 to 18 inehes high, flowering outside from middle of May to 
20th of June, These lilies will undoubtedly force in 35 to 55 days at around 25 
deg. F. We expect to have them in commercial production in the next two or three 
years depending upon the finances from the Croft sales. We will have one hybrid 
between Auratum Praecox and Speciogum Album in flower before the middle of July 
that should cut the flowering time of Album under glass by half, and another one 
between Speciosum Magnificum and Japonicum which should cut the rubrum flowering 
time nearly in half and give us a plant that will break for further crosses ec. 
cut the time even more and the height nearly in half and give ug a pot type rubrum 
with larger flowers of a better shape and better fragrance on a plant of the right 
proportions for pot growth with an ultimate forcing time around 49 days. These 
hybrids and crosses of thom with Henryi and Gentifolium should make entirely new 
lines for the garden and for cut flower production in ficld and greenhouse. To 
detc we have had results that warrant the above stxtemonts and there are hundreds 
of other crosses in tho making and still unflowered that ghould completely 
revolutionize the lily for both garden and greenhouse. ‘le invite you to come and 
gee our work if you arc on tho Coast Highway.101 just 24 miles north of California 
Oregon line.

3ome are.definitely showing Auratum blood but they are mainly virus free vigorous 
seedling Rubrum types with ghigh bud count and some with shorter forcing period. 
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They vary in shade from very dark to very light Rubrum types with some Album in the 
mixture. These are surplus hybridization stock that must be sold to make way for 
2ud generation crossed seedlings from these hybrids. Prices are glashed to sell 
quickly. Most of our customers prefer our seedlings to the regular named strains 
of Rubrum.

Flowers are slightly lighter in color 
than regular Rubrum.

Due to increased labor costs and difficultics in obtaining employees that are truly 
interested in the buginess we are cutting down on the vurictios of begonias we are 
growing. A3 goon ag the regular rexes on hand arc suld we are not planaing to 
propagato tho regular varictics for the present. We will propagate and grow mainly 
our very newost rexes as soon is they are ready for propagation. We have a new 
specics from China callod Vursicolor. It i3 the lovelicst of all bcgoniags grown 
with small green leaves with bronze veining, slight silver markingg,on some of the 
leaveg. The whole leaf is covered with reddish hairs svt on pimpleg on entire 
upper surface of leaf. Gives a appearance of rich velvet in an oricntal tapestry. 
White flowers, stems and buds covered with red hairs. Flowers held above foliage. 
Excellent house plut not difficult to grow. Stock limited but will be more 
plentiful as months go by. (3175. per 100, %100. per 50 plants. 


We also want to propagate our Yellow, Oronge, Salmon Swoctics and Patty Swpct(pink) 
fragrant doublo tuberous begonius. Anothcr wondefful double tuberous we are 
propagating ia our Salmon Lloydi Hybrid which cm bo kcpt in bloom all year round. 
It is constantly throwing more now shoots ag well as blooming well from the old 
shoots. Plants have more substmcc than the rogular tuborous-- re not go soft and 
gucculent. The flowers are galmon in color and 5 to 8 inches in diamctor and 

two to three inches decp. The Salmon Lloydi Hybrid ig not fragr mt but due to its 
everblooming habit it is 2 wondorful addition to the house plant begonias.
